On October 18, 2012 I began receiving many calls on my cell phone from numbers I did not recognize. The 
call volume of approximately 20 calls per hour came in from approximately 9:30 am until about 4:30pm. Since 
J did not recognize the numbers 1 did not answer initially and many did not leave messages. Finally one did. 
The voicemail message said "stop calling me". Since I had not called this number, nor any of the olher 
umdenlifiable numbers I called the gentleman back. Mis name is Rick Mascally and he stated that he had 
received an automated message on his personal cell phone saying something about pressing n P so he did. 
When he pressed "1" it forwarded him to ray personal cell F^on Upon further investigation I 

discovered that my opponent Kitty Jung, had put out a political robocall telling people that I was lying and to 
press 1" to tell Neoma Jardon to stop lying. Alter this I started answering some of these incoming calls and 
discovered^ that many were made to cell phones and all were forwarded to my cell phone when the caller 
pressed T. This is a violation of FCC guidelines relating to political robocalls to cell phones unless prior 
permission. 15 given. I contacted attorney Mike Pagni 775-788-2000 asking for his legal opinion and he stated 
that his interpretation of the FCC notification on political robocalls to cellphones clearly violated FCC 
guidelines and that all calls that pressed " P that connected automatically to my cell phone were also violations 
The robocall message also docs not identify the name of the person or entity responsible for the call at the 
beginning f the message nor does it provide the telephone number of the person or entity responsible for the 
call during or after the message. I have filed a complaint with the FCC and I understand others the robocalls as 
well, 1 will provide the FCC notice if desired as well as a recording of the robocall message.
